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THE PROFIT IN DRAFT HORSES. 

Farmers who have kept right along 
growing draft horses through good 
times and through bad have always 
been money ahead, and always will 
be. We know “always” is a long time. 
Inventions may be made in the future 
that will do away with the _ horse 
altogether, but the chances of this 
are so small that they can very safely 
be left out of the account. First-class 
horses are now bringing prices that 
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make farmers who have them to sell 
rich, and if the farmer will just keep 
on breeding along right lines and 
limiting the colts that he raises to the 
number of brood mares that can be 
used profitably on the farm he will 
be a sure winner every time. 

Few farmers realize how cheaply a 
weanling colt can be developed on a 
first-class farm to his three-year-old 
form. It costs no more to keep a 
weanling colt two years than it does 
4 weanling calf. In fact, the colt can 
be kept cheaper than the caf. Both 
will require some grain the first win- 


ter and will be better with a little 
grain the second winter, but the colt 
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will develop on a winter pasture of 
blue grass or second crop clover and 
on the forage on the farm to a good 
deal better advantage than the calf, 
ean be fitted finally for the market 
for one-half the money, and if the 


right kind of a colt will sell for twice 
as much money as the calf or steer. 
The main difference between the cost 
of a fat steer and the three-year-old 


draft horse is in the cost of the service. 
You can not keep an ordinary cow 
for the chance of an ordinary calf.

very best possible sires of their pre- 
ferred breeds. The best sires are not 
always those which cost the most 
money. The breeding quality of the 
sire does not increase with the price 


you pay. The addition to the price

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Neither can you keep three _ brood 
mares where two horses would be suf- 
ficient to do the work and on an 
average raise two colts from the three 
mares. 

The important thing is the breeding. 
It does not pay to grow a scrub colt 
even if the land is worth only $20 per 
acre. Neither does it pay on that 
priced land to grow a scrub steer. The 
best style of horse for the average 
farmer to raise is the draft, and it 
does not matter much whether he use 
Norman, Shire, Clyde, or Belgian sires. 
The quality of the sire counts for a 
great deal more than breed. The care 
the colt receives during the suckling

posed to transmit. 

We believe in the organization of 
horse companies when organized by 
farmers themselves and when horses 
are bought judiciously. It is, in fact, 
about the only way in which in the 
average neighborhood the services of 
a first-class horse can be secured. Let 
the farmers make arrangements in 
some way to be within reach of first- 
class sires. Breed the mares for 
which you can: find work on the farm, 
discarding all that have any hereditary 
unsoundness, take proper care of the 
colts during the suckling period, give 
them the right kind of feed and enough 
of it from weanlings onward, and do

not worry about the automobile or any 
other newfangled invention ever tak- 
ing the place of the draft horse. There 
will always be a market for them 
both in this country and abroad, and 
there never has yet been a time when 
there were too many good ones. 

Let the farmer figure out how to 
raise the good ones and pay no at- 
tention to the probable price three, 


four, five, or six years hence, when 
they are fit to go on the city market. 
Sound political economy requires the 





draft colt to be put to work when two 
years old, kept two or three years on 
the farm, and he is then fit for service 
in the city. When our horse industry 
is put on the proper basis the farmer 
will raise the colt until he is three 
years old and sell him to some other 
farmer who does not care to grow 
colts but who can give them proper 
farm work until they are fit to go on 
the city market at a price in advance 
of that which he originally paid. He 
can thus get his work done on the 
farm for the interest on the money 
plus the risk of injury. 

Before, however, we can grow even

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THANKSGIVING.

Thus wrote Bobby Burns. In these 
brief impromptu lines as a grace at 
a dinner table he has embodied a good 
deal of sound philosophy as well as 
sincere thankfulness. Food and the 
ability to enjoy it, wants and the 
means to gratify them, and by using 
the word “wants” to cover the entire 
moral, intellectual, as well as physical 
wants, we can by these few lines ex- 
press the ‘summum bonum,” the chief 
end, the great aim of human exist- 
ence. 

Probably no people in the entire 
world have now or ever had more 
abundant means to gratify their legiti- 
mate wants than the American people, 
and especially the American farmers, 
in this good year 1904, and none who 


enter more heartily into the spirit of 
the good, old-fashioned Thanksgiving 
than the farmers of the great west. 

There have been years when this or 
that crop was larger than this year, 
but taking all the crops grown by 
farmers north and south—corn, cotton, 
wheat, rice, oats, barley, pastures, 
potatoes, tobacco, oranges, and fruits 
large and small—there has perhaps 
never been a better average all around 
in quantity and quality than this year. 
Nor do we ever remember a better 
average price figured on our present 
gold basis. The two largest crops, 
corn and cotion, are full yields and 
will bring a full price, and there are 
paying prices for almost everything 
that grows out of the ground or eats 
the grass and the grain. Nor has any 
calamity befallen our live stock, on 
which the wealth of the individual, the 
fertility of the soil, and the happiness 
of the whole people so greatly depend. 
Speaking generally, we have had ap- 
proximately ideal conditions this year 
and a full supply of food for a hungry 
world which brings a fair living price.

Nor should we ever cease to be pro- 
foundly thankful that we have peace 
both at home and abroad. Two of the 
other great nations of the world are 
engaged in a struggle which bids fair 
to be the bloodiest, before it is fin- 
ished, for a thousand years. Some 
thoughtless act of an officer in the 
army or navy of any of the great Euro- 
pean nations may bring on any 
moment a war embroiling all Europe 
and Asia. The nations of the old 
world are standing on the very verge 
of a voleano. In this fair land we are 
at peace, nor is there any likelihood 
that we will be drawn into the con- 
flict should such unfortunately occur. 

We are nearer peace among our- 
selves than we have been for many 








years. The development of our rail- 
roads, the extension of manufactures 
into the south, the better knowledge 
of the conditions prevailing both north 
and south are making us a more per- 
fectly united people than we have 
been in the last fifty years.

MUTTON GROWING ON THE FARM. 


Blessed is the man that has a good 
flock of mutton sheep and knows how 
to take care of them. They are sure 
money-makers; just as sure as govern- 
ment bonds or first-class railroad 
bonds, and paying three or four times 
the interest. The farmer who through 
evil report and good report has held 
on to the sheep, not becoming scared 
at any temporary depression or threat 
of tariff removal, or anything else, has 
made good money right along, and will 
make more money than ever in the 
future. His farm is comparatively 
free from weeds wherever the sheep 
can graze, and his land is constantly 
growing richer. 

Why do we prophesy better returns 
in the future? Because, first, there 
has been a wonderful decrease in the 
Australian flocks, from whence has 
come our main supply of fine wool 
in years past. 

Second, because there has been and 
will continue to be a decrease in the 
available area for sheep grazing on 
the ranges; partly because of the ap- 
propriation of large tracts of territory 
for government reservations and for 
irrigation purposes, partly because the 
sheep eat out the native grasses which 
can not be readily restored, and partly 
because of the innovation of the nester, 
or homesteader, and the out and out 
purchase of railroad lands for cattle 
growing purposes. This condition of 
things is permanent. 

Third, because there has been a 
decided increase in the demand for 
mutton, which in turn has been the 
result of the introduction of the mut- 
ton sheep. It is popular to eat mutton 
now. It was not a few years ago. 
This condition, too, is permanent. 

In addition to all this there has been 
a decrease in the sheep population of

Great Britain and also the continent, 
so that in time to come America must 
be depended upon to furnish a still 
larger amount of the prime mutton 
to the mutton eaters of the old world. 
The feeding of sheep has been very 
profitable in the years past so that 
there has been a demand for immense 
numbers of lambs from New Mexico 
and other mutton growing districts. 
The farmers of the corn belt are be- 
ginning to learn how to feed sheep, 
and inasmuch as this feeding has 
brought them good money, they will 
not go out of their way to kick a 
sheep as heretofore. 

The decrease in the acreage that 
ean be devoted to sheep husbandry 
will shorten very greatly the supply 
of feeders and the time will come, and 
that soon, when the Iowa and Ne- 
braska feeder will have to either grow 
his own lambs or purchase them from 
neighbors who do grow them, for this 
reason, that the great advance in the 
price of wool and the eager inquiry 
and offers to contract for next year’s 
clip and the rapid advance of fine wool 
the world over will cause and is caus- 
ing many ranchmen to resort to fine 
wool bucks in order to improve the 
quality of their wool. This will at 
the same time decrease the mutton 
quality so that it will not be possible 
when this movement is fully under 
way and its effects are clearly visible 
to buy sheep of the mutton type for 
feeders in the corn and grass states. 

We therefore urge our readers who 
have mutton flocks to hold on to them 
and to increase them up to 100 head 
on each quarter section of land. Do 
not get the fine wool craze. The 
Rambouillet, however, are not objec- 
tionable; in fact, there is one strong 
point in their favor, that they are not 
so affected with the stomach worms. 
Use in your flocks either Southdown, 
Cotswold, Hampshire, or Oxford rams. 
Keep your flock in good shape, and 
you will make money by it. 

We have for nearly twenty years 
been urging farmers to fence their 
farms sheep-tight and begin with a 
flock of twenty-five head of ewes, thus 
cleaning up what would otherwise go 
to waste, making mutton out of weeds, 
and enriching their farms. It would 
seem to us that all these years we 
have been talking to deaf ears. We 
have regarded this as the soundest 
kind of agricultural teaching, and have 
wondered why it has produced so little 
effect. The time will come and is 
coming when farmers will realize the 
soundness of this advice, profit by it, 
and wonder why they did not profit 
by it a long time ago. 

The causes that have led to the 
present strong demand for mutton and 
wool are for the most part permanent. 
We earnestly urge every farmer who 
can afford to put up the right kind of 
fences and shows any indication of 
sheep sense to invest as soon as pos- 
sible in a flock of twenty-five good 
mutton ewes, mate them with a buck 
or the breeds above mentioned, and 
make some good money. If the farmer 
will not do it, let the boy take it up. 
The boy can make money on sheep 
even if the old man can not. 





ASK YOUR DEALER FOR WROUGHT 
IRON WIRE. 


Every farmer who has_ bought 
smooth or barbed wire within the last 
six or seven years is fully aware that 
much of it if not all is vastly inferior 
to the wire produced ten, fifteen, or 
twenty years ago. We called the at- 
tention of our readers several weeks 
ago to three samples of wire sent in 
by the same man, one costing 16 cents, 
which had been in use between twenty- 
five and thirty years; another costing 
8 cents, which had been in use twenty 
years; and the other costing 3 1-3 
cents, which had been in use eight 
years. The first two are apparently 
almost as good as ever and the last 
one is rusty and rotten. A farmer who 
six years ago fenced almost his entire 
farm with woven wire, buying the 
smooth wire and weaving the fence 
himself, tells us that the best wire on 
the farm is old wire put there by a 
former owner at least twenty-five 
years ago. 

More than this, every farmer who has 
put on a shingle roof with steel nails 
within the last eight years and will 
examine it will see that while the 
shingles are sound the nails are rusted 
and worthless. Professor Henry, of 
Wisconsin, was telling us in the office 
the other day that steel water pipes 
put in by that station only two or three 
years ago are now rusted through and 
that hereafter the station will put 
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down nothing but wrought iron pipes 
no matter what they cost. 

Why is this? There are two 
reasons. Steel can be made more 
cheaply than wrought iron. Hence the 
palming off of steel products on farm- 
ers who, not thinking of steel rusting 
quicker than iron, buy at what they 
believe to be a cheap price. Second, 
the craze for cheapness on the part 
of farmers. The dealers say that 
farmers ask for something cheap and 
they will have nothing else but cheap 
wire; hence the manufacturers give 
them what they want and at prices 
that are satisfactory. 

This is the condition of things. 
What is the remedy? It is not worth 
while to find fault with the dealer. 
He perhaps does not know that the 
steel wire is comparatively worthless. 
He simply buys what he thinks the 
farmer wants at the best terms he 
can and sells it to them at a profit. 
There is always more profit in selling 
cheap stuff to farmers than good stuff 
at the proper price. Neither is there 
any use in complaining to the jobbers 
because they follow the same methods 
as the retailers. The manufacturers 
are the only ones who can give us 
cheap wire, and the question is how 
to reach them. The only wey of which 
we know is by creating a .emand for 
wrought iron wire, and the only way 
to do that is to ask for wrought iron 
wire whenever you want wire and 
whenever you have an opportunity 
whether you want it or not. Do not 
buy any other wire if you can possibly 
help it. When the retailer finds that 
the farmer is on to his business and 
knows what he wants, he will apply 
to the jobber and the jobber to the 
manufacturer, and when the wire mill 
man understands that there is a wide- 
spread demand over the entire coun- 
try for wire of the old-fashioned sort 
that had some wear in it, some one or 
other of the branches of the trust will 
undertake to supply it. Then if the 
farmers are willing to pay what that 
class of wire is worth the problem will 
be solved. 

We hope our readers will examine 
their fences and report their condition 
as compared with the class of fencing 
that could be purchased when fence 
wire first came into use. We have now 
come to the time when lands worth 
from $75 to $100 per acre must be 
fenced with hog-tight and sheep-tight 
fences. In fact, it is only by adopting 
this method that we can get the full 
use of the land. This will cost 
millions of dollars. The fencing of 
the future will be with cement or iron 
posts that will last quite as long as 
the house or barn. If now we can get 
the old-fashioned style of wire to build 
our fences and use this on permanent 
fence posts the fencing of the farm 
will be as much a permanent improve- 
ment as the house or the barn and will 
require even less to keep it in repair. 
Then we will be farming to some pur- 
pose. This, however, can not be done 
until we secure fence wire that will 
last without rusting from twenty-five 
to thirty years. This has been done 
in the past and can be done in the 
future. 





INCREASE OF ANGUS CATTLE. 


We have been interested in study- 
ing the growth in the entries of the 
Angus record during the past ten 
years. Secretary Thos. McFarlane 
has compiled some very interesting 
tables which show that ten years ago 
there were recorded in America 
1,787 Angus cattle and in Scotland the 
same year there were recorded 2,063 
head, or a difference in favor of the 
Scotland entries of 276 head. The en- 
tries in both countries have steadily 
increased since until in 1903 the Amer- 
ican entries numbered 8,398 and the 
Scotch 3,096, a difference of 5,302 in 
favor of the American. This is a re- 
markable showing for ten years and 
plainly indicates the growing popu- 
larity of the “Doddies” in the feeding 
districts of the west. There has been 
a steady increase in the number of 
transfers during these ten years until 
in 1902 the high tide marked 7,639 re- 
corded transfers. Secretary McFarlane 
says a conservative estimate will show 
there are from 45,000 to 50,000 living 
pure bred recorded Aberdeen Angus 
animals on this continent. This num 
ber is exclusive of those herds which 
are pure bred ,but not recorded or 
where the pedigrees have not been 
kept up. The remarkable showing 
made by the Angus breeders through- 
out the show circuit of 1904 has done 
much to further the interests of this 
splendid beef breed. 
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THE WOOL MARKET. 


One of the leading Boston papers says 
that the price of wool, which this season 
has greatly increased as compared 


with seasons in the recent past, seems 
to be affected, as the price of cotton 
has been, by the fact of diminished 
supply. When the Dingley tariff law 
was under discussion, it was stated 
that its enactment would lead to such 
a development in the wool production 
of the United States that our wool 
growers would find no trouble in sup- 
plying practically all of our domestic 
needs. As a matter of fact, the num- 
ber of sheep in this country is less 
now than it was years ago, and, as 
was pointed out some time since by 
the director of the census, at no time 
since 1840 have there been so few 
sheep in the eastern, middle, middle 
western, and southern states as they 
contain today. The sheepfold is re- 
placed by the cowbyre, the dairy, the 
piggery, and the poultry yard. Even 
in the far west the area upon which 
sheep can be pastured is narrowly re- 
stricted by natural and trade condi- 
tions, the cowboys showing a strongly 
marked indisposition to permit sheep 
to interfere with their business. In 
fact it is doubtful if much more wool 
could be raised in the United States 
even if the price were considerably 
higher than present quotations. In 
Australasia conditions have been even 
worse, the falling off in the sheep be- 
ing due there largely to the fearful 
drouths that the country has under- 
gone. In 1891 the number of sheep in 
Australasia—that is, the common- 
wealth of Australia and New Zealand— 
was 124,000,000; in 1902 it was 74,000,- 
000. Argentina appears to be the only 
country where the showing is favor- 
able. Thus there were a little over 
50,000,000 sheep there in 1891, while 
in 1904 the number had increased to 
nearly 76,000,000. This is an excep- 
tional showing, but the gain made 
there is not enough to offset the great 
decline which has occurred in other 
places. As is the case with cotton, as 
the result of a diminished supply, the 
demand for consumption presses more 
and more on the “upply that is avail- 
able. 





THE SHORTAGE IN THE FEED LOTS 


In our conference, in connection 
with the officers of the Corn Belt 
Meat Producers’ Association, with the 
general officers of the live stock rail- 
roads last spring we made the state- 
ment that unless conditions were more 
favorable for feeding cattle in the 
future than they had been in the last 
year there would be an immense 
shrinkage in the number of cattle put 
on feed and, of course, in the number 
put on the market, and a very great 
decrease in the traffic of the railroads 
in feeding and fat cattle. We pointed 
out that the refusal to give the return 
pass and the slow speed on live stock 
trains were but the last straws to 
break the camel’s back; that few farm- 
ers had made anything on feeding cat- 
tle the last year; that many had barely 
paid expenses; that others had lost 
their entire corn crop, and some of 
them even more. 

Our prediction has come true and 
we have the evidence of it much 
sooner than we expected. The final 
reports on shipments of feeders from 
the great stock markets of the country 
for the period beginning January 1, 
1904, and ending November 1, 1904, 
as compared with the same period in 


1903, form a very interesting table. 
The decreases are as follows:

Kansas City shows the only in- 
crease, 5,518 head. Hence there is a 
net shortage in the feed lots, as com- 
pared with last year, of 138,715 head. 
These figures are reliable. They are 
compiled by a very careful man who 
has access to all the data, and our 
readers can depend upon them as be- 
ing correct. 

Further investigatlon shows that 
about 20 per cent of the increase in 
Kansas City has gone to Illinois 
points. The probability is that Kansas 
and Missouri as well have slightly in- 
creased their number of cattle put on 
feed during the past year as compared 
with the preceding year, and, there- 
fore, the heavy decrease in feeders 
will be found in Nebraska and Iowa. 
We are glad to be able to furnish this 
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report to our readers because the re- 
ports of shipments of feeders from 
the stock yards are about the only 
evidence that the farmer has as to 
the number of cattle going on feed 
each year. It follows, of course, that 
if these cattle do not go on feed they 
can not be prepared for market, and 
this great decrease indicates a short- 
age of fat cattle in the future and has 


a very important bearing as_ to 
whether the farmer shall feed or not 
this year. 

We never advise a man as to 


whether he shall feed cattle or not. 
He is his own best judge. All we can 
do is to put before him the facts as 
they occur from year to year and let 
him determine what he had better do. 
Nebraska and Iowa are the cheap corn 
states; they are also the great cattle 
feeding states. Cattle can be fed in 
these states cheaper than in Illinois, 
Indiana, or Ohio, for the reason that 
the feeder in these sections has the 
advantage of the feeder farther east 
in the freight rates that would be 
necessary to carry his corn to market; 
that is, he has corn cheaper by the 
amount of the freight rate to market 
less the difference in the freight rates 
on his cattle to market, which, con- 
sidering the amount of corn required 
to make 100 pounds of beef, is a very 
small consideration. The losses that 
feeders, and especially new beginners, 
have incurred within the last year or 
two will deter a good many from feed- 
ing this year. While we have no 
knowledge of the future we would not 
be surprised if cattle feeding would 
pay better this year than it has for 
a good many years past. It certainly 
will unless there are more cattle put 
on feed than had been up to Novem- 
ber 1st. 





THE POSSIBLE JUMPING OFF 
PLACE IN POLITICS. 

Since our open letter to Hon. W. P. 
Hepburn last September we have 
been in receipt of a great number of 
letters from all parts of the state of 
Iowa and from adjoining states ex- 
pressing satisfaction that we have 
stated the question at issue between 
the farmers and corporations and de- 
manded an explicit answer, the only 
alternative of which is silence, which 
shows that the questions can not be 
answered without the sundering of 
bonds and the cancelling of obliga- 
tions which Mr. Hepburn has evidently 
not been willing to under. His 
silence is more expressive than his 
speech could possibly be. As a sample 
of these letters, we publish the follow- 
ing from Mr. I. M. Conness, a stock- 
man of Wyoming: 

“I want to express my appreciation 
of your articles on the railroad ques- 
tion. Your paper is the only one of a 
great number of farm journals that I 
see that handles this question as its 
importance deserves. Your open let- 
ter to Colonel Hepburn is just what 
we need, but you do not go far enough. 
We, the farmers, ranchmen, and the 
producing class of people generally, 
are getting mighty close to a jumping 
off place in politics, and Colonel Hep- 
burn’s case is a good example. It 
would be interesting to know whether 
Colonel Hepburn will represent the 
railroads and the great corporations 
of this country for the next two years 
in congress, or whether he will repre- 
sent the people who will cast their 
ballots for him. When the railroads 
asked for legislation in their favor, as, 
for example, the Elkins bill, which, if 
I am rightly informed, should be called 
the ‘infamous Elkins bill,’ did he not 
rush it through and support it with 
his vote? ‘How long,’ in the words of 
the indignant Cicero in his celebrated 
speech against Cataline, ‘How long, O 
Cataline, wilt thou abuse our patience!’ 
I expect that two years from now we 
will come to that aforesaid jumping 
off place in politics. What will he and 
hundreds of other machine politicians 
like him think about it when it 
comes?” 

The farmers, and the stockmen as 
well, are a long-suffering people. We 
think of them every time we read the 
dying blessing of Jacob upon his sons. 
After a study of Issachar, the old 
patriarch described his present char- 
acter in future history as follows: 

“Issachar is a strong ass crouching 
down between two burdens: And he 
saw that rest was good, and the land 
that it was pleasant; and bowed his 
shoulder to bear, and became a 
servant unto tribute.” 

The farmer and the stockman will 
endure evils longer than any other 
class of people. They are better 
partisans than any other class. The 
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principles of their party are a kind 
of religion and hence they can be 
tampered with as can no other class 
of people. No class of men closely 
connected with transportation would 
have tolerated the abuses which the 
farmers and stockmen from the Missis- 
sippi river west have endured for the 
past five or six years, the character of 
which has been repeatedly pointed out 
in our columns. The lash must be well 
laid on before the farmer and stock- 
man will arise in their might and de- 
mand justice. 

We think as our correspondent does, 
that the agricultural interests of the 
west are getting very near the jump- 
ing off place and nothing will prevent 
it except a correction of the prevailing 
abuses by the coming congress. The 
question will arise next December as 
to whether the power of rate-making, 
which our railroad friends claim to 
be a legislative power, continues to be 
vested, as it is now, in half a dozen 
men who have practical control of the 
great railroads and have large inter- 
ests in transportation but none in pro- 
duction. It is simply a question as to 
whether they shall continue to exer- 
cise this enormous power which they 
are disposed to abuse to the furtherest 
limit of the patience of the producers, 
or whether congress shall take a hand 
and see that the interstate commerce 
commission has power not merely to 
say what is an unjust rate but what 
under the circumstances and condi- 
tions would be a just rate, such de- 
cision to be immediate, operative, and 
binding until reversed by the speedy 

action of the federal court. 

If not merely Colonel Hepburn, but 
the congressmen from every grain 
growing and live stock section, are 
wise, they will heed this demand and 
give relief promptly, or else there will 
undoubtedly be a political revolution 
that may put the legislation and the 
control of the government in other 
hands. The farmers and stockmen 
will stand a great deal but they will 
not stand everything, and the time has 
already come when patience and for- 
bearance has ceased to be a virtue. 


The supreme court of the United 
States recently decided that palm oil 
used in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine constitutes artificial color- 
ing matter and therefore is in viola- 
tion of the law enacted a coupie of 
years ago. This may be considered 
as a final blow to the traffic of making 
oleomargarine so nearly like butter 
that it can be sold as butter. The oleo- 





margarine manufacturers must now do 
what they should have done in the 
beginning—build up a market for their 
product on its merits instead of trying 
to palm it off as butter on unsuspecting 
people.

draft horses to advantage, we must 
get the farm fenced with something 
else than barbed wire fences.

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A PROBLEM IN LAMB FEEDING. 

A correspondent, of Richardson 
county, Nebraska, writes us that he 
has 600 lambs he wishes to feed tim- 
othy and clover mixed, but principally 
alfalfa and second crop clover for 
roughness. Corn is worth 35 cents per 
bushel, oats can be bought and shipped 
in at about 30 cents per bushel, and 
ground barley can be obtained at 80 
cents per hundred pounds. He has 
thought of feeding equal parts by 
measure of corn and oats, and wishes 
to know if he had better substitute 
barley for the oats, and if so, in what 
proportion. The lambs are Wyomings, 
weighing about fifty-seven pounds. 

He also wishes to know if the farm- 
ers in the neighborhood can buy 
ground barley to feed old sheep with 
alfalfa hay for roughness. 

We believe that with alfalfa for 
roughness the cheapest feed would be 
corn. All the corn and alfalfa hay 
that they will eat up clean and with 
a sharp appetite will make cheap mut- 
ton. It might be advisable to feed 
some oats or barley, and at the prices 
mentioned there would be but little dif- 
ference in their feeding value, barley 
probably being a little cheaper, but 
we would not grind either oats or bar- 
ley for lambs or old sheep provided 
they had full mouths. We do not know 
of any better feed that can be given 
to any kind of animal in the fattening 
pen than alfalfa hay and corn at the 
price mentioned. When feeding tim- 
othy hay we would feed some of either 
the oats or barley unground. 





CLINCHING IMPROVEMENTS IN 
BREEDING. 


Twenty years or more ago when the 
writer first traveled through the west, 
including corn belt farms and range 
districts, cattle were mostly of the old- 
fashioned Texan, long-horned, light- 
hipped sort with here and there slight 
evidences of Short-horn influence in 
color and conformation. They were 
the typical “scrubs” of the country. 
Making the same round of the breed- 
ing districts today we find almost no 
trace of the original scrub but patent 
evidences on every hand of the in- 
fusion of the blood of all of the im- 
proved breeds of cattle. In short, one 
can note in each bunch of cattle 
passed plain characteristics of some 
pure breed or another. Apparently the 
Short-horn and Hereford predominate 
in their influence but some black 
polled grades are seen with now and 
then evidences of Jersey and Holstein 
blood. It is a wonderful change from 
the old time regime. The day of the 
scrub—native scrub—has gone by. 
Must it be confessed that a new type 
of scrub—mongrel scrub—has_ been 
established? 

That this is the actual fact in many 
instances should be honestly granted 
and recognized. To do so will be for 
the benefit of the individual owner and 
the industry as a whole. It is true 
that the new class of cattle is an im- 
provement upon the old but as true 
that with few exceptions the “alloys” 
of pure blood and scrub blood are still 
in a formative condition: and requiring 
further improvement. They show evi- 
dences of a few top crosses of pure 
blood but the old type has not been 
fully eliminated nor the new one com- 
pletely established. It is evident that 
progress necessitates clinching that it 
may be continued and advanced. This 
is to be done in but one way. More 
top crosses of pure blood—the same 
pure blood—must be applied, and rigid 
selection of the best types of females 
must be retained and rebred year by 
year. As it is we fear that the high 
grade bull is too commonly in use. 
There is a great temptation to use 
him. He looks nearly as good as the 
pure bred, pedigreed, expensive bull. 
He is the product of the home farm, 
handy to use, sure as a getter, inex- 
pensive. But he is not all pure blood. 
He is part native stock and that trace 
of native blood is wonderfully pre- 
potent. It will be apt—almost sure— 
to crop up in his progeny. It will re- 
tard the progress of the herd towards 
ideal, pure bred type. It may lead to 
retrogression—degeneracy towards the 
original scrub ancestry. 

The grade bull is a dangerous factor 
in breeding and should be eliminated 
—also castrated! The pure bred, 
registered or eligible bull, of the breed 
most strongly represented in the herd, 
should be used each year, exclusively, 
persistently, until his blood has en- 
tirely vanquished that of the scrub, 
become potent over every other influ- 
ence and perfectly impressive towards 
the desired ideal. We have thousands 
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of “improved scrubs” in our pastures 
today. The work of improvement has 
made some progress but not enough. 
Breed prepotency has not been fully 
established. Breed characteristics have 
not become perfectly, unchangeably 
fixed. The work must go on uninter- 
ruptedly and uniformly. Competition 
is becoming stronger every day. The 
cattle of finest type, quality and finish 
top the market and make less perfect 
beasts take a back seat. There is 
plenty of room at the top and the man 
who persists in establishing pure blood 
in his herd will attain the goal—pro- 
vided he feeds aright. The man who 
has made a number of top crosses and 
now thinks his home-bred high grade 
bulls are “good enough” to use as 
breeders will miss the mark. There 
are many of the latter class. They go 
a certain distance in breeding and 
feeding—not far enough—and stop. 
Why not persist in the work of im- 
provement? If it was good policy to 
use pure bred bulls for several crosses 
is it not as good policy—yea, better— 
to go on clinching advances made by 
repeated top crossing until practically 
pure blood is obtained? 

A nail is hammered home by re- 
peated blows and another blow will 
clinch it when fully driven. A blow 
on the head followed by a pull out and 
another blow, and so on turn about, 
will neither drive the nail nor clinch 
it. So with breeding. Alternate top 
crassing and outcrossing pre- 
vent progress and beget mongrels. 
Persistent breeding in a right line, 
together with intelligent selection and 
adequate feeding, can not fail to estab- 
lish a permanent, prepotent breed of 





improved cattle on every farm and ! 
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ranch. We have commenced well. 
Let us go on and clinch the progress 
made.—aA. S. Alexander, in Live Stock 
Report.

GIVING. 

In the boyhood of the editor Thanks- 
giving was observed somewhat differ- 
ently in the east than it is now in the 
west. Pennsylvania did not usually 
pay much attention to its observance, 
the ultra Presbyterians of western 
Pennsylvania being rather suspicious 
of any holy-day except the Sabbath or 
the Friday before communion season.

The themes of the pulpit 
differed from those of the Sabbath. 
The minister felt free to discuss any 
matter of public interest. The long 
prayer before the sermon was pre- 
sumed to do the business of the formal 
giving of thanks, and the sermon was 
therefore free to discuss any subject 
of reform that was uppermost in the 
public mind. It was the preacher’s 
great opportunity to inject some re- 
ligion, or at least good morals, into 
the veins of the politicians, who were 
always presumed to be present; to 
rebuke, reprove, and exhort with all 
long-suffering and patience on the 
part of the hearers, especially of the 
good wife, who usually had little in- 
terest in public affairs but was often 
in constant fear that something might 
happen to the dinner on which she 
had for weeks been studying how to 
do her very best. 

Having performed his duty to his 
God and his fellow man, the serious 
business of the day began about two 
or three o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the appetite was duly sharpened by 
this temporary fast. There was no 
need of invitations to this Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner. Blood told then if at no 
other time. It was grandfather’s and 
grandmother’s day, and the children 
and grandchidren were the blood in- 
vited guests. Then if ever the good 
housewife laid herself out. The 
menu (to use a French expression?) 
—well, everything that was good— 
soup, of course, and celery to begin 
with; oysters from the cool waters of 
the sea; turkey from the forest or 
poultry yard; fish, to whet the appetite 
still further; and, when even the appe- 
tite of the small boy had become some- 
what satisfied, then came pies—apple 
pie, peach pie, cherry pie, pumpkin 
pie; and, of course, jams, cakes, 
cookies, and preserves. Oh, what a 
flavor had those old-time preserves, 
swimming in cream! Then nuts of 
all kinds until the sun went down and 
the stars appeared in the frosty sky, 
and the small boy felt disappointed, 
not at the shortage or variety of the 
dinner, but at the smallness of his 
capacity to do it justice. 

And yet there was, and now is, a 
sad side to Thanksgiving, for the 
young folks could not fail to notice 
that grandfather’s hair was growing 
grayer each year and grandmother’s 
step less steady even though her eyes 
grow kindlier and more loving in their 
expression, and the thought would 
arise unbidden that there would be an 
end to these gatherings around the 
old hearthstone and instead a new 
mound in the graveyard.

“You are the right sort; we like you. 
Go ahead.” 

And they have acted in precisely the 
same way with every man of the 
Roosevelt sort without regard to his 
political affiliation. The state of Mis- 
souri, while voting for Roosevelt, the 
republican hard hitter, for president, 
have elected Folk, the democratic 
hard-hitter, for governor. They have 
said to him: “Acting in a lowly, sub- 
ordinate position, you have helped rid 
the state of a gang of thieves and rob- 
bers, whether they be democrats or 
republicans. We now give more power 
to your arm; come up higher and 
finish the job. Clean the rascals out.” 
In Wisconsin the people have endorsed 
La Follette in the most remarkable 
way notwithstanding he was forsaken 
and bitterly opposed by the leaders of 
his own party simply because he stood 
for things everlastingly right and just. 
Democrats in other states will rejoice 
over La Follette’s election just as re- 
publicans in other states rejoice over 
the election of Folk. 


Acting on the same principle of 
recognizing men that can bring right 
things to pass, they have _ given 
Deneen, the reform candidate for 
governor of Illinois, a majority greater 
even than they gave the president. 
The people of Minnesota, while giving 
Roosevelt over 125,000 majority and 
electing republican candidates for con- 
gress, have elected a democratic 
governor as a rebuke to the “system” 
which refused the reform governor, 
Van Sant, a renomination, while the 
people of Nebraska have done a 
similar thing, and apparently for a 
similar reason. 

Massachusetts gave Roosevelt the 
electoral vote but elected a democratic 
governor, a fact that is of very great 
significance just now when there is 
a disposition among republican leaders 
to maintain tariff laws not for the pro- 
tection of home industries but to en- 
able well established manufacturing 
interests to extort a higher price for 
goods sold at home and give cheap 
goods to the foreigner. 

It will, therefore, not be wisdom on 
the part of republican politicians to 
consider this election as a vote of un- 
bounded confidence in the republican 
party. It is a magnificent vote of con- 
fidence in the men who do right things 
in the right way in their own or any 
other party not because they are re- 
publicans or democrats but statesmen. 

Having placed the departments of 
the government in republican hands, 
the people will hold that party to a 
rigid account, and unless the wrongs 








of which they complain are redressed 
the condemnation of the party four 
years from now will be as severe as 
the condemnation of the democratic 
party. which from first to last during 
this campaign has been divided in its 
counsels and has given no emphatic 
and specific promise of any relief from 
the evils of which the people complain. 
There can not be in the very nature 
of things two conservative parties in 
the United States, and for this reason 
the result of the election was plain 
from the very beginning. The only 
question now is, can the democratic 
party get together and stand firmly 
for the reforms the people demand? 
If so, it will succeed; if not, it has 
served its purpose, and ought, like any 
other dead thing, be decently buried. 





PARTITION FENCE. 


An lowa subscriber writes: 

“A and B join and and A wants to 
use a portion of his farm for hog and 
sheep pasture, and wishes to fence 
the farm hog and sheep-tight. Can A 
compel B to make half of the fence 
between them tight against hogs and 
sheep?” 

This depends altogether upon 
whether B intends to use his land ad- 
joining the fence for hogs and sheep. 
If he does, he will have to maintain 
haif of the fence. If he does not, he 
can not be compelled to maintain any 
part of the hog and sheep fence. In 
case B does not want to use his land 
for hogs and sheep and A does, A will 
have a right to put hog and sheep wire 
on the posts already there and can 
remove it at any time at his own dis- 
cretion.

THE IOWA STATE INSTITUTE. 


Our readers are reminded that the 
annual Iowa State Farmers’ Institute 
will be held at Des Moines December 
12th, 13th, and 14th. It will be remem- 
bered that a few years ago the State 
Agricultural Department was _re- 
organized and the membership of the 
State Agricultural Society made to in- 
clude delegates from each farmers’ 
institute in the state. Up to that time 
the annual meeting of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture was mainly a 
gathering of representatives of the 
different county fairs, who came to 
Des Moines once a year to elect offi- 
cers to manage the state fair for the 
succeeding year. The purpose of the 
legislature in broadening the member- 
ship and changing the name to the 
State Department of Agriculture was 
to bring the best farmers of the state 
closely together at least once a year, 
and to create a state institute at 
which would be discussed those ques- 
tions with which the welfare of the 
Iowa farmer is most closely connected. 

Two meetings have been held since 
this law went into effect. Neither of 
them has measured up to what it 
should. Neither of them has com- 
pared at all favorably with the annual 
meetings in adjoining states. It was 
not to be expected that the new ar- 
rangement would work as smoothly at 
first as after a yearortwo. We hope, 
however, that this year the state farm- 
ers’ institute will be more largely at-

tended than ever before. The insti- 
tutes of Iowa have never been. organ- 
ized as have those of most of the 
adjoining states. We do not know 
that it would be for our best interests 
to organize them in this way, but we 
do know that if each farmers’ insti- 
tute in the state will send one or two 
delegates to this annual meeting, and 
if these,delegates will take up in earn- 
est the discussion of methods of im- 
proving the local institutes, the re- 
sults will be beneficial. The annual 
meeting of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Des Moines each year ought 
to be attended by two or three hun- 
dred of the very best farmers in the 
state. While the program for this 
year’s meeting has not yet been an- 
nounced, it will be a good one and of 
a nature to interest all classes of 
farmers. 





BEET PULP FOR SHEEP. 


The Record-Stockman of Denver is 
authority for the statement that about 
5,000 sheep are being fattened at 
Greeley, Colorado, by the Greeley 
Sugar Company. They are divided up 
in pens of 700 to 800 sheep each, each 
pen being in charge of a feeder whose 
business it is to watch them closely. 
October 11th, at the time they were 
put on feed, they averaged seventy- 
four pounds each, and during the first 
three weeks made a gain of two and 
a half pounds per head per week. The 
ration is ten pounds of pulp to one- 
half pound of alfalfa hay per day per 
head. To this ration it is expected 
to add a small ration of sugar beet 
molasses. Experiments last year in- 
dicated that the molasses tended to 
make a firmer flesh, and that sheep 
fed with it as part of the ration shrunk 
less in shipping. This sugar company 
expects to feed during the season ap- 
proximately 15,000 head of sheep and 
500 to 600 head of cattle. The results 
last year were a profit of 90 cents per 





head for the pulp fed sheep. Experi- 
ments were conducted last year in 
feeding pulp and alfalfa and corn, with 
the result that the pulp and alfalfa fed 
sheep gained from 15 to 25 per cent 
more than those which received the 
corn in addition.

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THE SHORT COURSE AT AMES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I attended the short course in corn 
and stock judging which was held at 
Ames, Iowa, last winter. One of the 
most important studies was the scor- 
ing and judging of corn. To pick out 


good seed corn is one of the most | 


important factors in farming, as corn 
is one of the staple products of Iowa. 
Therefore it ought to be the farmer’s 
aim to learn how to pick out good 
corn for seed and also to improve his 
breed of corn, and I think it would 
pay to attend for that purpose alone. 
And, besides, there is scoring and 
judging of horses, cattle, sheep, and 
swine, and a man can learn a great 
deal in that line which he would never 
think of if he did not attend the short 
course. As to expenses, they are not 
very great—$2.00 for entrance fee, 20 
cents for score book, and $4.25 per 
week for board and room. As to rail- 
road fare, a rate of one and one-third 
for the round trip can be had.

In a recent issue you ask those who 
have attended the short course at 
Ames to give their reasons why they 
think it beneficial to them. I attended 
in 1903 and 1904, and think the money 
well spent and that I received greater 
benefit from the second term than 
from the first. I learned to see things 
in an ear of corn that I had never 
thought of before and to look at an 
animal more systematically—to begin 
at the head and observe every point. 

The score card work teaches us 
the relative importance of the differ- 
ent parts and to give each part its 
true value in judging the make-up of 
an animal. 

The lectures, etc., in the evening 
are always interesting and instructive, 
as some of the ablest men in their 
lines in the United States are engaged 
to speak. Many of the best farmers 
and stock raisers of the state are 
found there, and an acquaintance with 
them is of great benefit, for by asso- 
ciating with them we learn something 
of their methods and get many valu- 
able ideas. 

The college is well supplied with 
live stock of all kinds and of good 
quality and some of the best herds 
in the country are drawn upon for 
animals to be used in the classroom, 
so one can get an idea as to what a 
good animal is. By looking around 
the barns at feeding time and by 
questioning the men in charge one can 
get many ideas in regard to feeding 
and caring for live stock in the best 
manner. That the college men under- 
stand feeding has been fully proved 
by their winning so many prizes at 
the International show at Chicago. 

The expense of attendance is small, 
two dollars for tuition and four dol- 
lars a week for board and room. 

I think your correspondent had bet- 
ter attend the course next winter, for 
the money it will cost him would not 
make many improvements on his farm 
but would make a good deal of im- 
provement in the farmer.

I attended the short course last win- 
ter, and will give my view of it. I 
presume it is always the case on a 
farm that a person can not well be 
spared from home—has not the time, 
and a hired man has to be trusted. In 
regard to the expense, I must say I 
could have used.the mouey well on 
improvements, but having read so 
much about the short course I con- 
cluded to go to Ames and try and get 
along without the improvements as 
best I could, for awhile anyway. My 
expenses were as follows: Railroad 
fare (excursion rate), $2.80; board, 
two weeks, at $3.50 per week, $7.00; 
tuition, $2; corn score book, 20 cents; 
total, $12.00. These are all the neces- 
sary expenses, luxuries not included. 
Railroad fare, of course, is more or 
less, according to distance. Every- 
thing else that is of benefit is free, 
such as lectures, discussion of differ- 
ent topics, and reading room. The col- 
lege is so situated that if a person 
wants to spend money foolishly he has 
to go two miles in order to do so, con- 
sequently I would not add that to the 
expense of the short course. 

The value of the course depends on 
how great an interest you take in the 
work and whether afterward you make 
practical use of what you have learned.

OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 


Chicago, Nov. 14.~-Now that the elections 
are over, a source of doubt is removed, and 
with no uncertainty regarding political af- 
fairs, business is unhampered. The general 
situation is mostly satisfactory, and good re- 
ports are made by merchants, manufac- 
turers, and bankers, although interest rates 
are down to 4 and 5 per cent owing to the 
great abundance of idle money. The mar- 
keting of live stock last week was checked 
for several days by the elections, as stock- 
men generally wished to remain at home 
to vote, and some rallies in prices resulted. 
The railroads are doing a large carrying 
business, and the only trouble complained 
of is a lack of sufficient freight cars. Most 
of the prominent railroads are taking the 
necessary steps to increase their transporta- 
tion facilities, new cars being ordered, as 
well as new rails. The iron and steel in- 
dustry shows gratifying improvement, and 
the indications are good that next year will 
be a much better one than 1903. The farm- 


ing sections have been favored most of the 
autumn with rarely exceptional pleasant 
weather, and the corn crop has turned out 
splendidly both as regards quantity and 
quality. The feeding lots contain fair num- 
bers of cattle and sheep, although fewer 
than a year ago, and all accounts agree 


that there will be plenty of fat hogs later 
on, although the old crop has been well 
marketed. Cattle are acquiring flesh rapidly, 
and so are hogs, both having been greatly 
favored by the pleasant weather, and many 
farmers are not inclined to market their 
cattle until compelled to by fall storms. 
There is every reason for holding on to the 
young hogs, as feed is abundant, and the 
best authorities take the ground that more 
money is to be made by putting corn into 
live stock than by selling the grain. There 
is extremely little disease among the young 
hogs, and they can eat the new corn, farm- 
ers contend, without causing disease, as it 
is well dried, thanks to the good drying 
weather that has prevailed for so long. 
Wheat prices are bound to rule high owing 
to the small crop, and one result of dear 
grain is a reduction in the size of the loaf 
of bread sold in the Chicago market by the 
bakers. 

Cattle arrived in such greatly reduced 
volume during several days last week that 
a rally took place in prices’ for good con- 
signments. It was of. short ation, how- 
ever, as before the market closed on Wednes- 
day the eastern shippers succeeded in com- 
pleting their selections at much. reduced 
prices, the advance quickly disappearing. It 
seems that the eastern markets had got 
liberally stocked up with beef during the 
preceding week, and with large supplies in 
the coolers, fewer cattle were required. 
Changes in prices at this time are apt to 
leave the very best cattle and the poorest 
unchanged, as the best are scarce articles, 
while the commonest have got about as low 
as they possibly can. Native beef steers 
have been selling at $2.50 to $3.50 for com- 
mon light weights and at $6.00 to $7.00 for 
the better class, with sales largely at $4.00 
to $6.25. Cattle that pass as good are taken 
at $5.75 to $6.25, with choice beeves selling 
above this range, while plenty of cattle of 
a medium grade sell at $4.50 to $5.50. The 
traffic in butcher stock has shown fair life, 


cows and heifers selling at $2.25 to $4.00, 
and a few fancy heifers fetching $4.25 te 
$5.25, while canner cows went at $1.00 to 
$2.00. There was a fair trade in bults at 
$1.50 to $4.25, while sales were made at 
stags at $2.00 to $5.50, calves at $2.00 to 


$7.25, and milk cows at $20 tv 360 per 
head. Fewer western range cattle were 
marketed last week, and steers met with a 
fair sale at $2.50 to $4.50, farmers buying 
the cheaper lots to fatten. Fair animation 
characterized the stocker and feeder branch 
of the market, sales being made at $1.50 to 
$2.50 for the poorest stockers and at $3.50 
to $4.00 for good feeders, but prime feeders 
were not aft all plentiful. Closing prices 
for the bulk of the native beef steers were 
largely 25 to 35 cents lower than a week 
earlier but range cattle and native butcher 
stock advanced largely 15 to 25 cents. 
Hogs have been marketed in decreased 
tnambers for a week past, and good buying 
resulted in some moderate advances in 
prices, but permanently higher figures are 
not expected at this season. It is true the 
stocks of provisions have become materially 
reduced as compared with former years, as 
well as with a few onths «ago, but the 
packers are counting 6n°a@n early maturity 
of the last crop of pigs owing to the favor- 
able season for fattening and the plentiful- 
ness of new corn. In some parts of the 
west the hogs are reported to be gaining 
more than two pounds a day, and the pack- 
ers are expecting good supplies of hogs 
early in December. Thus far there is a 
scarcity of matured swine, and such lots are 
bringing a good premium over the lighter 
weights, but the weekly average weight has 
begun to show a gain after the long period 
of declining averages in this respect. The 
farmers are expecting to get fair prices for 
their hogs, but high figures appear to be 
out of the question. Hogs sold at the 
close of the week at $4.60 to $5.10, the best 
being 10 cents lower than a week earlier. 
Sheep and lambs were marketed.in such 
greatly reduced numbers last week that 
buyers had to do some lively scrambling at 
times in order to fill their orders. Indeed, 
it was not always possible to fill orders, 
and numerous orders for feeder sheep and 
lambs from the ranges had to go over with- 
out being filled. Of course, prices firmed 
up, and lambs had a regular boom, while 
fancy yearling wethers sold up to $5.00. 
Exporters were unable to do much, and 
there were not enough good muttons for 
the domestic trade. News from sheep feed- 
ing sections is general that fewer sheep 
and lambs have gone to feed lots than a 
year ago owing to an insufficient number 
offered in western markets. In some feed- 
ing sections, however, a good many lambs 
have been shipped direct from the range 
to feeding places, and this was the case 
in Colorado, large numbers being furnished 
by Idaho and other ranges. Choice sheep 
may be expected to command high: prices 
during the coming winter, and sheepmen will 
be in a position to make handsome profits. 
At the close of the week lambs sold at 
$4.00 to $6.25, feeders paying $4.50 to $5.25, 
and prime range lambs being salable around 


$6.00 Sheep sold at $2.00 to $4.75, feeders 
paying as high as $4.25 for yearling 
wethers. 

Holiday dullness prevailed for a good 


part of last week in the general horse mar- 
ket, the receipts being much smaller than 
usual, while out-of-town buyers were scarce. 
The elections kept many buyers away, and 
prices weakened except for the better class 
of horses. Feeders had a fair sale at $135 
to $200 per head, and there were moderate 
purchases of heavy drafters at $170 to $220, 
a commoner class selling at $135 to $165. 
Liberal numbers of harness horses were 
shown, and they met with a fair demand 
at $125 to $200, with common drivers selling 
as low as $60, while choice drivers were 
searce and firm at $250 to $350. Southern 
chunks were free sellers only at times at 
$50 to $115. To a large extent medium 
grades of horses sold off from $2.50 te $5.00 
per head, but good animals were generally 
no lower, with no excess of offerings. A 
better demand from now on is expected.

RENDERING AND KEEPING LARD. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The lard should be rendered the 
same day the hogs are killed if possi- 
ble. While the fat Is warm it fries 
out better. If you do not want dark 
lard be careful about getting it too 
hot while rendering, yet it should be 
well cooked to keep well. 

If you desire lard that possesses 
keeping qualities do not render the 
fat from the intestines with the other. 
It should be carefully removed with- 
out delay, allowed to stand in weak 
salt water for a few hours, rendered 
alone, and used early in the season on 
account of its tendency to become 
strong sooner than other lard. 

I have no trouble keeping lard sweet 
and good for a year and longer when 
put in new cans or stone jars. But 
I find it is poor economy to use old 
discolored tin cans for lard unless I 
intend to use the lard during the win- 
ter and early spring. During hot 
weather lard will lose its former 
sweetness and freshness in an old tin 
ean. A neighbor kept lard sweet two 
years by putting it into a warm stone 
jar while hot and filling the space at 
the top (an inch or more) with salt, 
tying clean cloth and paper also over 
the top. Another claims lard will keep 
better and longer if a rounding table- 
spoonful of salt is added to each gal- 
lon of lard while lard is hot. 

Lard will not keep well where there 
is too much warmth or dampness. It 
should be kept in a dry, cool place, and 
the surroundings should be cleanly. 
Like butter, it absorbs bad odors. If 
you don’t believe this, try keeping lard 
and coal oil in the same locality. 

To sweeten old lard or lard that is 
slightly tainted from some cause heat 
in a kettle, and when boiling hot add 
several raw medium sized potatoes. 
When the potatoes have cooked brown 
remove them, strain the lard into jars, 
and after it has cooled you will find 
the strong taste has mostly if not en- 
tirely disappeared. 

The cheapest lard cans to buy are 
those the grocer has emptied, if he 
buys his lard in the city. These cans 
when well cleaned and made sweet 
with-boiling water are almost as good 
as new, unless they have become un- 
soldered at the factory in filling them. 
It is best to be sure they do not leak 
before using. 

The improved lard press and 
sausage stuffer combined saves much 
time, burned fingers, and presses the 
grease out of the cracklings so well 
they make fine feed for the laying 
hens. I find the lard press comes 
handy in the summer season also for 
pressing fruit for making wine and 
jelly. FANNIE M. WOOD.

SHIPPING. 

There is an art in packing dressed 
poultry for shipping so that it will 
arrive in attractive form. Much of 
the poultry shipped from country towns 
is slovenly packed. Twenty-four hours 
before killing the fowl should be given 
its last meal, all it will eat and drink. 
This fast insures the thorough clear 
ing out of the intestines and crop; the 
dressed fowl looks more attractive and 
keeps better. It depends upon the 
bird and the market whether the in- 
testines should be removed. Shippers 
advise on this point. If the chickens 
are not drawn the fast is essential as 
a very little food in the crop would 
spoil the carcass. 

The usual way of killing is by bleed- 
ing in the mouth or by opening the 
arteries just back of the head in the 
under part of the neck. The birds are 
suspended by their legs, the head is 
held firmly in the left hand, and a 
quick stab is made with a two-edged 
killing knife into the brain. This 
paralyzes the fowl so that it does not 
feel the cuts on each side opening the 
arteries and causing copious bleeding. 
When stripped of the feathers. the 
fowls are plumped by dipping in nearly 
boiling water for ten seconds, theh in 
ice water. 

When the poultry are free from ani- 
mal heat and dry, pack them in boxes. 
Get a box that will hold from 100 to 
200 pounds. Have the poultry as uni- 
form as possible.. Do not ship chick- 
ens and roasters in the same box. 
Label the boxes plainly, describing the 
character of the contents, and make 
the shipping directions very plain. 
The boxes will be improved in appear- 
ance if they are stained a black wal- 
nut and lined with white paper. Make 
every box an advertisement of your 
goods and of your place. 





GREEN FOOD AGAIN. 


The quality of the food and the way 
it is fed determines the health or dis- 
ease of the fowl. If there is one thing 
we would like to repeat each week it 
is, give green food. Small potatoes, 
cabbage, beets, turnips—anything in 
the way of green food—but give it. 
Second crop clover is about the best 
winter green food for fowls. A breed- 
er who is very successful in getting 
winter eggs claims that most of his 
success is due to the clover. He is a 
practical farmer who claims to be mak- 
ing more off his hens than his cows. 
“When I say I must hay my hens,” 
he remarked, “you should see my 
neighbors open their eyes. Many a 
farmer has no notion that the clover 
is good for hens, but I’d as soon leave 
off the grain as the green.” 

If you don’t feed green food this 
winter let us tell you what will hap- 
pen. Your hens will possibly lay fairly 
well from January to March, but with 
the first warm days of spring you will 
notice a slight soiling of the feathers 
about: the vent, and will perhaps at- 
tribute it to an overdose of refuse 
from the butchering. On picking a 
hen up she will be rolling in fat, comb 
red, and to all appearances healthy. 
The abdomen will be heavy and hang- 
ing down, and if you are wise you will 
take every such hen to market. In- 
stead you may set eggs from them, and 
will be greatly disappointed and sur- 
prised at the low per cent of fertility. 
With the advent of warm weather 
many of the flock will break down en- 
tirely. Possibly the character of the 
discharges may lead you to believe 
your fowls have been seized with chol- 
era, but half or even more of the so- 
called cholera of this country is merely 
indigestion brought on by a one-grain 
diet. So long as one can buy alfalfa 
and clover there is no excuse for 
neglecting to give the hens their quota 
of green food.

Rye is not much used as a poultry 
food, and is not eaten as well by the 
chickens as are the other small grains, 
but there are breeders who feed rye 
with success when it can be had cheap. 
Rye can be soaked or steamed and fed 
in place of the mash if desired. It 
should not be necessary to soak it for 
every feed. We could not say posi- 
tively what the markings would be on 
the Barred Rock-Leghorn cross. As a 
rule the color of the offspring of either Des Moines 
sex follows the markings of the other - 
sex. For a table fowl the cross of the tncuhater wome > 
Leghorn cockerel on the Rock hens Des Moines, Ia. 
produces a fowl! that is hard to beat. 
The cross would produce better layers 
than the Rocks and not so good as 
the Leghorns. It is usually a mistake 
to cross two pure breeds. The first 
cross may produce better layers, more 
vigorous birds, and earlier maturing 
birds, but with the second cross you 
have mongrels.

mony of the man who comes into a 
prairie country is that he never saw 
land that would stand so much wet 
weather or so much dry weather. He 
imagines that he has come into a mod- 
ern Garden of Eden and that hence- 
forth his lines will be in pleasant 
places and his heritage unexcelled in 
beauty. A few years afterwards he 
is convinced that the seasons have 
changed, something has gone wrong, 
that there is a screw loose in the mah- 
agement of the weather, or politics, 
or something else, because his land 
does not act as it did in the years gone 
by. We do not know of any better 
statement of what actually takes place 
than the following from the pen of 
Professor Ten Eyck, of Kansas, but 
originally printed in a North Dakota 
bulletin several years ago: 

“When the wild prairie is first 
broken the soil is mellow, moist and 
rich, producing abundant crops. After 
a few years of continuous cropping 
and cultivation, the physical condition 
of the soil changes; the soil grains be- 
come finer; the soil becomes more 
compact and heavier to handle; it 
dries out more quickly, bakes worse, 
and often turns over in hard clods 
and lumps when plowed. This com- 
pact texture and bad mechanical con- 
dition of the soil make it difficult for 
the young roots of plants to develop 
properly, causing at the same time 
an insufficient supply of air in the 
soil, which is almost, if not equally, 
as detrimental to the crop as an in- 
sufficient supply of water. After a soil 
has been cultivated and cropped a 
long time it tends to run together and 
is very sticky when wet, but when dry 
the adhesive character disappears al- 
most entirely. The grass roots which 
formerly held it together are decayed 
and gone, and now when loosened by 
the plow it is easily drifted and blown 
away. 

“The perfect tilth and freedom from 
clods, so characteristic of virgin soil, 
is always more or less completely re- 
stored whenever land has been laid 
down to grass for a sufficient length 
of time. After the ground is covered 
with sod the puddling action of rain 
is prevented. As the roots grow the 
soil particles are wedged apart in 
some places and crowded together in 
others, and by means of lime and other 
salts the small soil grains become 
cemented together into larger ones, 
and thus the open and mellow texture 
characteristic of virgin soil is re- 
stored; and not only this, but, by the 
accumulation of plant food in the 
roots, the soil is made more fertile for 
succeeding crops.” 

When all this happens, which usu- 
ally will, on the tens of thousands of 
acres of virgin prairie that are being 
broken up every year, what is the 
remedy? The only remedy is to go 
back to grass. The seasons have not 
changed; politics may or may not, and 
it does not matter. The trouble is 
that the man has been violating the 
laws of nature, which are quite as in- 
exorable as the laws of morals. The 
man who sins against his soil or 
against his soul will with equal cer- 
tainty be punished in due time. The 
remedy is to go back to grass, to that 
kind of grass which 1s adapted to the 
soil and climate; in some _ sections 
alfalfa; in others clover, blue grass and 
timothy, meadow fescue, brome grass; 
any kind of cultivated grass that will 
prosper in the climate. 

When we tell farmers in a new 
country that they can grow the tame 
grasses we are almost always met with 
incredulity: Clover will not grow in 
this country, blue grass will not grow, 
no other kind of tame grass will grow. 
The sooner a man gets out of a coun- 
try in which grass will not grow the 
better for his health and his pocket- 
book. There is no land that was ever 
intended to be farmed in this country, 
or any other country, in this age or 
any other age, that will not grow 
some variety of tame grass. Grass 
culture inevitably leads to some kind 
of live stock farming, but even if the 
farmer will allow his grass to grow 
and use it for no other purpose than 


' to turn under to restore the vegetable 


matter in the soil and bring it into 
proper physical condition, it will pay 
him to grow it. In short, you can not 
keep any kind of land in proper physi- 
eal condition year after year without

PRELIMINARY CROP REPORT 
OF 1904. 


Preliminary returns to the chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on the production 
of corn in 1904 indicate a total yield 
of about 2,453,000,000 bushels, or an 
average of 26.7 bushels per acre, as 
compared with an average yield of 
25.5 bushels per acre as finally esti- 
mated in 1903, 26.8 bushels in 1902, and 
a ten-year average of 24.2 bushels. 

The general average as to quality 
is 86.2 per cent, as compared with 83.1 
last year, 80.7 in 1902, and 73.7 in 
1901. 

It is estimated that about 4.6 per 
cent of the corn crop of 1903 was still 
in the hands of farmers on November 
1, 1904, as compared with 5.2 per cent 
of the crop of 1902 in farmers’ hands 
on November 1, 1903; 1.9 per cent of 
the crop in farmers’ hand on Novem- 
ber 1, 1902; and 4.6 per cent of the 
crop of 1900 in farmers’ hands on 
November 1, 1901. 

The preliminary estimate of the 
average yield per acre of flaxseed is 
10.2 bushels, as compared with a final 
estimate of 8.4 bushels per acre in 
1903 and 7.8 bushels .in 1902. The 
average as to quality is 92.0 per cent, 
as compared with 84.9 per cent one 
year ago. : 

The preliminary estimate of the 
average yield per acre of potatoes is 
110.4 bushels, against an average yield 
of 84.7 bushels in 1903, 96 bushels 
in 1902, and a ten-year average of 
81 bushels. The average as to quality 
is 93.4 per cent, as compared with 86.4 
per cent one year ago, 90.4 in 1902, 
and 78.4 in 1901. 

The preliminary estimate of the 
average yield per acre of hay is 1.52 
tons, against an average yield of 1.54 
tons in 1903, 1.50 tons in 1902, and a 
ten-year average of 1.35 tons. The 
average as to quality was 91.0 per cent, 
against 91.3 per cent one year ago, 
85.7 per cent in 1902, and 91.3 per cent 
in 1901.

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JELLY AND BACTERIA. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The household page of a family 
paper lately contained the account of 
a man coming home and discovering 
his wife letting the newly made jelly 
cool in the glasses without the covers 
on. He was horrified, and told her it 
was a dangerous thing to do because 
the jelly would catch so many bacteria. 
He said that when a scientist wanted 
to collect some bacteria he pursued 
exactly the same plan. That is, he 
exposed some jelly to the air, and the 
bacteria collected and grew upon it, 
because that jelly or gelatin was the 
medium used for the culture of bac- 
teria. 

This is a fair sample of a good deal 
of the dilute science that gets into 
our papers. Subjected to quantative 
analysis this yields just 1 per cent of 
truth, 50 per cent of desire to show 
off, and 49 per cent of imagination. 
To anybody who has ever prepared 
media for bacterial growth this sounds 
very absurd, but for the benefit of 
the many who are dependent on the 
papers for their science a word of 
comfort may be relished. 

First of all, to obtain the opinion of 
the jelly itself I asked it the question 
by making an experiment with it. The 
jelly used was a good grade of home- 
made apple jelly. Three air plates 
were made and exposed to the air of 
the laboratory for ten minutes. A 
“plate” is a glass dish about three 
inches in diameter into which the cul- 
tural medium is poured while a liquid 
and allowed to cool and harden. This 
glass dish is kept covered to prevent 
contamination. An “air plate” is such 
a dish which has been exposed to the 
air for a definite period while the 
medium is hardening for the purpose 
of catching bacteria. Into the first of 
these plates what the bacteriologist 
calls “gelatin” was put. Into the sec- 
ond and the third the melted jelly. 
These were all exposed by taking off 
the covers for just ten minutes. In 
addition No. 3 was inoculated with two 
species of bacteria that thrive on 
gelatin. 

These plates were examined in five 
days with the following result: No. 
1 had approximately 200 colonies of 
bacteria varying in size from a pin 
point to a pin head, and a few nearly 
one-fourth of an inch in diameter. 
Each one of these colonies grew from 
a single bacteria, so there were about 
200 fell into that plate from the air in 
ten minutes. About the same number 
must have fallen into the plate No. 2 
but there were no colonies on this 
plate. The same number must have 
fallen into the third plate, and besides, 
it was inoculated with two species of 
bacteria that grow very readily on 
gelatin. Still no bacterial growth was 
visible. However, two small specks 
of mold were on the jelly. To make 
assurance doubly sure a small drop 
of this jelly was examined under a 
high power microscope and a very few 
bacteria were tound. This experiment 
shows plainly that ordinary jelly is 
not a suitable medium for the growth 
of bacteria. A few were present, as 
they are practically everywhere else, 
but they were not multiplying, and 
that is what they had been doing in 
the first plate.

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BEEF GROWING IN THE CORN 
STATES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The judicious and suggestive com- 
ment of the editor on a former article 
on cattle raising is the apology for this 
continued discussion. 


Cattle raising ought to be encour- 
aged in the corn belt. Hog raising 
ought to be encouraged. If it were 
practicable to transform the immense 
produce of that incomparably rich re- 
gion into something even higher, more 
condensed, more valuable than live 
stock before it leaves the farm it 
should be done. If hogs and cattle 
could be economically and_  scien- 
tifically killed, dressed, and cured on 
the farm, they should leave it only in 
the form of prepared meats. The be- 
setting sin of tne trans-Mississippi 
farmer is his inordinate desire to mar- 
ket his crude product, leaving the 
higher, finer, more profitable processes 
through which it must pass to others. 
He sells his calves to the eastern feed- 
er and ships his corn down to feed 
them, paying the freight on both. He 
then philosophically concludes that 
eattle raising and corn raising are 
failures. 

The article on cattle raising, to 
which this is a supplement, was in- 
tended as a protest against the unwise 
practice of the agricultural garden of 
the earth. The problem of the Iowa 
farmer is to make higher priced com- 
modities on his higher priced land 
without unlawful combination to 
plunder or swindle the consumer. 

People who read the Webster-Hayne 
debate may doubt whether it is Massa- 
chusetts or South Carolina that is pre- 
eminent in historic glory. But those 
who know something of the economic 
history of the two states for one hun- 
dred years can not well doubt that 
the measureless differences between 
their present financial conditions re- 
sults chiefly from the fact that one has 
confined itself to the raising of crude 
agricultural products while the other 
has converted them into higher and 
more valuable forms. The cotton fiber 
of the south yields its producer a 
naked subsistence and enriches the 
New England manufacturer who con- 
verts it into cloth. In like manner the 
fine wheat fields of the northwest are 
enriching not so much their owners as 
they do the millers of Minneapolis. It 
is not easy for the cotton grower or 
wheat raiser to escape the lot of a 
producer of crude materia!. It is im- 
practicable for the planter to convert 
his cotton into fashionable garments 
or even into plain cloth. It is im- 
practicable for the Dakota farmer to 
convert his wheat into bread or even 
into flour. The profit of making their 
products fit for human use must be 
left to others. The chief advantage 
of the corn farmer of Iowa over the 
wheat farmer of the northwest and 
the cotton farmer of the south is that 
he can himself convert his crude prod- 
uct into higher and more valuable 
form. It must be done by someone. 
It is done at a profit. It can be done 
by no one more economically than by 
the farmer himself. What more pre- 
posterous fact can be suggested than 
that millions of tons of the crude pro- 
duce of Iowa’s farms have heretofore 
been shipped to other states to be 
there converted into the higher form 
of beef, pork, or mutton? Where can 
it be more economically or profitably 
done than at home? 

Iowa will attain a state of perma- 
nent financial health and perfectly safe 
prosperity when it raises on its own 
rich pastures enough calves, pigs, and 
lambs to carry its crops into the 
world’s markets in the form of first- 
class beef, pork, and mutton; when it 
ceases to ship a pound of crude ma- 
terial beyond its borders; and when 
it raises enough corn in its own fields 
to fit all its cattle, hogs, and sheep for 
market. 

Though cattle are produced else- 
where, the beef supply of the world 
depends on the cornfields and pastures 
of a half dozen states of the middle 
west. The market of the world must 
ultimately adjust itself to the cost of 
production in those states. Either the 
world must cease its ancient beef- 
eating habit or it must consent to pay 
the farmer of the corn belt enough 
for his cattle to make fair compensa- 
tion for his capital invested, his labor 
performed, and his risk incurred. We 
surely can not doubt which the world 
will do.

It must consent to pay 
for all the products of corn, including 
beef, a constantly increasing price, be- 
cause the corn production of the world 
is limited to a small area. It can not 
be increased. It is sure to diminish. 
If it no longer adequately pays to pro- 
duce beef in the region from which the 
world draws its supply, what is to be 
done? Are prices to be advanced 
enough to make it pay, or will the 
world change its diet? The beef pro- 
ducer is not in the situation of the 
wheat grower, who must compete with 
the farmers of every continent and of 
most of the islands of the sea. He is 
not strictly a monopolist, but his com- 
petition is so limited that he is virtu- 
ally in control of the situation. The 
world demands his product not less 
imperatively than the fine wines of 
Champagne. It should be gradually 
taught that it must pay for them what 
they are worth. If an economic Ser- 
mon on the Mount could be preached 
to the business world it should con- 
tain the distinct warning that the days 
of cheap meat are gone forever. Its 
consumption must be at correspond- 
ingly increased prices. The raiser of 
cattle and the eater of beef may both 
reasonably suspect that “the time is 
out of joint.” The way to set it right 
is to convince the beef eater that he 
must pay more for his food. This may 
be an unpleasant truth. We do not 
welcome the evening shadows after a 
bright day, nor the chill of winter 





after pleasant summer warmth. Yet 
both inevitably come in obedience to 
nature’s eternal law. The rise and fall 
of prices must follow an equally im- 
mutable economic law. 

It is perhaps too much to expect 
that intellect of the kind now in 
charge of the swindling packers’ com- 
bine, or like that of the masters of the 
legal larceny who control railroad 
rates, should adopt these views. That 
famous old deer stealer Robin Hood 
was with perfect sincerity unable to 
understand that he was a public 
enemy when he made his raids on the 
peasants’ herds to supply his free- 
booters’ table. He did not see that 
his romantic profession of larceny 
was retarding the development of 
“Merry England” into the rich and 
populous nation of later ages. We 
need not wonder if these less heroic 
Robin Hoods of the packing house and 
the railroad office fail to see not 
merely the criminality but the infinite 
stupidity of their course in refusing 
with generous honesty to help forward 
this great and noble industry on which 
the prosperity of the people in gen- 
eral, and of themselves in particular, 
so largely depends. The world must 
become educated to the imperative 
need of advanced prices of at least one 
of the necessaries of life. It is to be 
deplored that its mind should be filled 
with suspicion that the higher prices 
which it is reluctantly paying are go- 
ing not to compensate the farmer for 
the increased cost of production but 
to fill the coffers of commercial high- 





waymen without intellect enough to 


comprehend their relation to the pro- 
ductive industries of the age or heart 
enough to feel any sentiment higher 
than brutal greed. 

“Let the shoemaker stick to his 
last,” was the injunction of the old 
Latin proverb. Perhaps had this adage 
been recalled sooner these excursions 
of a lawyer in the field of agricultural 
economics would not have been writ- 
ten. There will be no more of them.

many of the young people who had 
not reached the real thinking age to 
whisper and laugh during the sermon. 
Even those who were quiet and re- 
spectful hardly seemed to be listening 
but were gazing at different things 
with their minds evidently far from 
the subject. 

She had two boys and a girl of her 
own who would be reaching that age 
in a few years and she did want them 
to learn to listen—not only because 
there would be less temptation to un- 
becoming conduct but for the immense 
gain it would be to. them all through 
their lives mentally, morally, and spir- 
itually. 

Precept was good—example was 
better—but both of these together 
were not sufficient to induce the chil- 
dren to listen attentively when there 
was really much in the sermon that 
was beyond them. So she hit upon 
this plan: At the beginning of a month 
she told them on Sunday morning that 
if they would listen carefully to the 
sermon and write down after they 
came home all they could remember 
of it on every Sunday of that month 
she would give them each a present. 
And she would do the same thing every 
month, but they must be honest, listen 
earnestly, and write all they could re- 
member. The children accepted the 
proposition enthusiastically and during 
the sermon that morning they scarcely 
took their eyes from the minister’s 
face. As soon as they reached home 
they began their writing, while the 
mother was getting dinner ready. 
Sometimes one would have the best 
report, sometimes another, but there 
was no prize for the best account but 
for each one if he did his own best. 
When the last Sunday in the month 
came, after dinner, when the sermon 
for that day had been reported, the 
mother told the children they might 
search for their gifts, which she had 
hidden about the room plainly marked 
with each one’s name. They had a 
fine time hunting them, and the little 
girl had the colored crayons she had 
been wishing for; the older boy a book, 
not expensive, he had been wanting to 
read; and the younger one a delightful 
picture puzzle. They were all happy 
over their gifts and anxious to try 
again the next month, and so it went 
on. The mother tried to keep as much 
variety about the rewards as possible, 
and they were always great surprises. 
Sometimes there was a pretty little 
paper box of candy for each one. 
Always the presents were simple, and 
often home-made, for money was by 
no means plentiful in that home, and 
the mother’s ingenuity was often taxed 
to the utmost. 

It took thought, time, and sometimes 
real sacrifice, but as the children grew 
and she saw their quiet attention, 
which in time grew into a real inter- 
est in the sermon, and as one by one 
they came out boldly on the Lord’s 
side and were known as His followers, 
she felt repaid an hundred fold for all 
that the carrying out of the plan had 
cost her. Of course, in time the re- 
wards were dropped, but the habit re- 
mained, and not one of those children 
as they grew to maturity but thanked 
that mother in the depths of their 
hearts for helping them to form a 
habit that had broadened all their 
lives and increased their usefulness in 
the vineyard of tne Lord.

If they have not already 
aroused your sympathies they surely 
will when you see their honest, inno- 
cent-looking faces in the Japanese 
building or in charge of their exhibits 
in the various other buildings, or in 
their bazaars. Their exhibits are con- 
sidered among the best at the exposi- 
tion, being surpassed only by France 
and Germany. 

The various tribes of Indians, the 
Filipinos, the Boers, all the foreigners, 
have a far greater interest for us after 
we have once seen them. 

If you expect to get the most possi- 
ble good out of the exposition do not 
have too big a party. You will waste 
too much valuable time trying to keep 
together and waiting for each other. 
Not more than four can get on well 
together, two will do better, and if 
these two are a man and woman they 
can often accomplish more to separate 
at times for half a day with a time 
and place set for meeting.

Make up your mind that for these few 
days you are not going to worry about 
one single thing, and you will always 
have the great World’s Fair to look 
back upon with pleasure as one of the 
really rose-colored spots in your per- 
haps otherwise somber-colored life.

WAYS OF A HOUSEKEEPER. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

May I offer a few helps along the 
way? 

Use old cloths for sponging, since 
the starch in new cotton is liable to 
come out and streak the goods. 

To remove varnish from furniture 
rub with a cloth saturated with gaso- 
line and kerosene. This penetrates the 
pores and cuts the surface. 

Fly specks will come off if washed 
with cold water; hot water sets them 

To soften an old paint brush take 
a baking powder can and put into it 
the brush with just enough buttermilk 
to cover the bristles; let boil until the 
bristles are soft, then wash off the 
buttermilk. 

Use the paraffine paper found in 
cracker boxes to rub flat-irons, and 
also for wrapping left-over pastry in 
until the next baking; it keeps moist. 

A faded cotton dress can be made 
white by boiling in cream of tartar 
water. 

If you happen to get vegetables or 
soup too salty just slice and put in a 
raw potato. After boiling a short time 
it will absorb the szit. 

Old pieces of velvet and velveteen 
are capital polishers of silver and 
brass and can be washed from time 
to time. 

When corks are too large just drop 
them into boiling water for a few 
minutes.

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iNTEMPERANCE IN HIGH PLACES. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for November 27, 1904.—Isaiah, 
28:1-13.) 

“Woe to the crown of pride, to the 
drunkards of Ephriam, 


Whose glorious beauty is a fading 
flower, 

Which are on the head of the fat val- 
leys of them that are overcome 
with wine! 

Behold, the Lord hath a mighty and 
strong one, 

Which as a tempest of hail and a de- 
stroying storm, 

As a flood of mighty waters overflow-

Shall cast down to the earth with the 
hand. 

The crown of pride, the drunkards of 
Ephriam, shall be trodden under 
feet:

The scene of our lesson is the same 
as the last, when the weak and 
Jewish people, when the weak and 
wicked Ahaz reigned in Jerusalem and 
Pekahiah reigned in Samaria or the 
kingdom of the ten tribes; and when 
Isaiah, greatest of all the prophets, 
was, while strengthening and encour- 
aging the weak and fickle Ahaz, de- 
livering his inspired message of 
retribution to surrounding nations and 
Strengthening the faith of the remnant 
in Judah and Israel. 

There was no press in those days 
and no pulpit. Hence the need of in- 
Spired exponents of the great prin- 
ciples of righteousness, temperance, 
and judgment; men who spake with 
the voice of the Lord, and did for that 
day what the faithful pulpit and fear- 
less and honest press and the sincere 
reformer do now. For whosoever in 
any day and age stands fearless and 
resolute for the eternal verities—the 
great fundamental principles of right- 
eousness, is a kinsman of the Hebrew 
Prophets and leaves his impress on 
his age as they have done on all ages. 

The kingdom of Israel and the ten 
tribes had never so much as one good 
King and hence, because they were 
most needed there, became the chosen 
field of labor for the prophets not only 
of that kingdom but also of the king- 
dom of Judah as well. 

The scene of this prophesy is laid in 
Samaria, the capital of the kingdom 
of the ten tribes, but the sins de- 
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nounced and the woes foretold cover 
the entire northern kingdom, or, in 
other words, the kingdom of the ten 
tribes. The city of Samaria was built 
on an oval hill, rising gradually from 
the exceedingly fertile plain, with four 
lesser hills skirting the plain; and was 
at the junction of the two great trunk 
roads, national highways, as we would 
say, that crossed the kingdom from 
north to south and from east to west. 
It had since the days of Omri, the 
father of Ahab, been the capital of the 
northern kingdom and most of the 
time the residence of the court; there- 
fore, the center of wealth, fashion, of 
worship, and of political influence. It 
had also been under a continuous line 
of corrupt kings. First came the wor- 
ship of the true God in an unauthor- 
ized form, that is, the worship of the 
calves established by Jeroboam, the 
son of Nebat, “who did sin and who 
made Israel to sin,” down to Ahab. 
Next came the worship of Baal and 
Ashtaroth, the male and female gods 
of the Sidonians, from Ahab down. It 
is said of Ahab that he did more to 
corrupt the nation than all the kings 
that were before him. In fact, down 
to the time of Ahab, Jeroboam is the 
type of royal wickedness, and from 
that onward Ahab is always pointed 
out as the sinner above all others. 
Under these circumstances we can 
very readily see that vice of every sort 
would run riot; and, inasmuch as the 
soil and climate of Samaria were 
peculiarly favorable for the growth of 
the grape, intemperance would become 
one of the besetting sins of that 
people. 

Apart from the above statement of 
facts, the lesson needs but little ex- 
planation. Our readers will see from 
the text herewith printed that it is 
written in the loftiest strain of Hebrew 
poetry, and all I shall attempt is to 
give the prose equivalent of a few 
passages which may be somewhat 
obscure to the western mind. 

The city of Samaria, which stands 
in this passage for the entire kingdom, 
is represented as a queen crowned 
with a garland of flowers, the garland 
being the tropical luxuriance growing 
on the carefully cultivated and well 
watered artificial terraces up to the 
very summit of the hill. Round it on 
the lower grounds are “the fat,” that 
is, the rich and fertile, valleys, where 
the vine grows to its greatest luxuri- 
ance, alike the possession and ruin of 
the opulent drunkards, the nobles, and 
the wealthy landlords of Samaria who 
owned them. They regarded this hill 
as their crown of pride, glorious in 
its beauty; but this glorious beauty is 
soon to become a fading and withered 
flower. 

How? Jehovah, who rules the 
nations, has a mighty and strong one, 
the Assyrian, who like a tempest of 
hail, accompanied by destroying 
storms and floods of mighty waters 
overflowing, shall utterly destroy and 
wipe out of existence the mighty 
stronghold of Samaria, the pride, the 
flower of Ephriam, here standing for 
the ten tribes, drunkards as they are. 
Even this will no more satisfy these 
invaders than a “hasty” that is a late 
fall fig, therefore small and immature, 
which hangs on the tree during winter, 
satisfies a hungry man. It would not 
be half a mouthful. While it is yet 
in his hand he eateth it up, and wants 
more. 

But Jehovah never forgets His own, 
the faithful, the residue, the remnant 
of which Isaiah afterwards so often 
spake. To them Jehovah Himself 
would be a glorious crown, a beautiful 
diadem, fadeless instead of fading, 
and eternal instead of temporary. 
This is not all. He will be a spirit of 
judgment, that is wisdom, to those 
whom He in that day calls to rule; 
strength to them that turn the battle 
to the gate, that is to them who act 
not merely on the defense but pursue 
their enemies to the gates of their 
own cities. “A spirit of judgment to 
him that sitteth in judgment and for 
strength to them that turn the battle 
to the gate.” 

Isaiah, however, does not overdraw 
the picture. He has a clear vision of 
the depth of the moral evils of his 
time. It is only a residue, a remnant, 
that will be thus helped and crowned, 
for the great majority of those that 
professed to stand for righteousness 
and temperance and judgment in that 


| dying nation were themselves drunk- 


ards. Even the priest and the prophet 





have erred through wine, through 
strong drink are they out of the way; 
therefore the priest errs in wisdom 
and the ruler stumbles in judgment 
(seventh verse). Then in utter dis- 
gust he adds: “All tables are full of 
vomit and filthiness, so that there is 
no place clean.” 

The lesson is extremely timely just 
now. We are having prosperous times 
all over this nation. Wealth is in- 
creasing and luxuriance is increasing 
even more rapidly than wealth. The 
extremely wealthy in our great cities 
are imitating as best they can the 
luxuriance and vices of imperial Rome 
when her decline and fall began. Our 
newly rich, who have wealth without 
culture and position without character, 
are lapsing into extravagances and dis- 
sipations unheard of before. And 
among other vices are included, to an 
extent that would have astonished 
their fathers, the habit of drinking in- 
toxicating liquors. We are becoming 
intoxicated with our material pros- 
perity and there is among the would-be 


leaders of fashion a perceptible lower- 


ing of the moral tone and a deadening 
of the conscience. 

The evils that Isaiah predicted came 
in a very few years on that people 
devoted to destruction. Luxury, in- 
temperance, and licentiousness sapped 
the moral fiber as well as the physical 
end mental vigor of that people and 
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as a result they became an easy prey 
to the more hardy and vigorous 
Assyrian conquerors. The same course 
of luxury and vice wili in due time 
destroy the moral and intellectual and 
physical fiber of any nation or people. 

How refreshing is the voice of the 
old prophet! How magnificent is the 
courage that was required to hurl 
these denunciations at royalty, at 
nobility, at the wealthy, and at men 
high in office! A faithful pulpit and 
an honest press must do for this 
nation what the Jewish prophets did 
for theirs. Even this, however, did 
not save Israel from destruction. 
When a whole nation becomes cor- 
rupt nothing but the destruction of 
that nation will save even a remnant. 
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THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
L 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I would not be surprised if you 
should not at first glance agree with 
me on the original design of the inter- 
state commerce law. I thought I was 
in a particularly good position to know 
whether the railroads were in favor of 
the law because at the time I held one 
of the most important stations on the 
Northwestern road in northern Iowa, 
and then, before the law took effect, 
I had a blank passbook which allowed 
me to give a trip pass to Chicago 
from my station to anyone I wished 
to issue it to—even to a stock shipper 
as well as to a ward politician. I 
doubt not that the railroads some- 
times dislike to have any legislation 
started, but they had such a firm hold 
on the “leaders” of our law-making 
bodies that before this bill became a 
law they punctured it so full of holes 
that they were better off after the 
passage of the law than they were 
before. The only way the friends of 
corporations could have passed this 
law with any degree of safety from 
the wrath of the people was to put 
in great headlines to articles written 
on the subject throughout the United 
States “No More Pooling,” “No More 
Pooling,” “No More Pooling.” If 
there was any one thing that the peo- 
ple were adverse to at that time it 
was the pooling of earnings of differ- 
ent railroads. Consequently, that is 
the only thing that they looked at, and 
the bill went through without any 
great amount of trouble. Now, the 
railroads practiced pooling before this 
law for the simple reason that they 
wanted to keep rates up to that notch 
which would equal all the commodity 
would bear, and this was the only way 
that they could accomplish it. They 
had no idea that after this law was 
passed they would have any need for 
pooling their earnings, for it made it 
a state’s prison offense for both the 
shipper who accepted the rebate and 
the railroad official who granted it. 

It was sometime after the enact- 
ment of this law before the railroads 
discovered that it was weak in the 
matter of convicting either the ship- 
per or the official. It was when the 
interstate commerce commission were 
in session in Chicago (I think it was 
their first meeting in the west) that 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe rail- 
way was accused by its competitors 
of granting a rebate to Chas. Council- 
man, of Chicago, and, of course, these 
other trunk line’s officials were anxious 
to punish the said railway and the 
said shipper for violating the law, but 
to the dismay of these railway mag- 
nates, who were anxious to be prose- 
cuting witnesses in the case, Mr. 
Councilman refused to testify before 
the commission, and gave as his 
reason, through his attorney, that he 
refused to testify because his own 
testimony would incriminate himself. 

Now, what did the railroads do? 
Through the interstate commerce com- 
mission they worked assiduously to 
get the chairman of that commission 
to recommend to congress that a law 
allowing them again to pool be en- 
acted, and it is a peculiar situation 
that the very same author of the orig- 
inal bill, who, in my judgment, was 
assisted in the passage of the bill by 
promising that there would be no more 
pooling, came to the front and pro- 
posed a bill, an amendment to the 
original bill, allowing the railroads to 
pool under certain conditions. What 
do you think of that? Is it any won- 
der that a person who has made a 
study of this question should be 
suspicious of this kind of legislation? 

I have not room in this article to 
furnish full proof of the benefits of 
the interstate commerce law to the 


| railways, but I want to mention one 


case. When I was agent for one of 
these trunk lines I was in the habit 
of giving shippers a 50 per cent re- 
bate. The rate at that time was $70 
a car, if I remember rightly, and after 
the shipper received the rebate the 
net freight was $35 a car, and he could 
load as heavily as he pleased, no mat- 
ter if he put 30,000 pounds in a car. 
Today, with no rebate, the same road 
will charge at least $30 more than the 
shipper was paying twenty years ago. 
I know that the farmers who sold these 
shippers their hogs and cattle got 
every cent there was in the hogs and 
the cattle, so far as the buyer was 
concerned, for he was satisfied with 
the $35 that he received from the rail- 
road company, and oftentimes the 
farmer got a part of this $35. Now, 
since the interstate commerce law, the 
railroads throughout the country, in 
most cases, get the full

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and I want to ask you what they do 
with this rebate money. In my judg- 
ment, they put it in their own pockets 
and thereby increase their dividends 
to the stockholders at the expense of 
the farmer and shipper. 

I would be glad in a future article 
that I propose to write, and I hope 
you will give room in your paper for 
the same, to show you how such a 
law as the interstate commerce law 
would work in case of private corpora- 
tions or among merchants in the city 
of Des Moines or elsewhere.

PROTECTING ORCHARD TREES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In young orchards it is advisable to 
protect the roots of trees during the 
winter. This can be done by a cover 
crop or by mounding up with earth. 
Before the mounding is done, tree pro- 
tectors should be put around the 
trunk of the trees. As explained in 
some notes a short time ago, one of 
the best protectors is the veneering or 
wooden wrapper made into the proper 
size at the factory. These protectors 
cost only six dollars per thousand. 
Some use cornstalks or old news- 
papers, which answer the purpose very 
well. 

A great deal of damage was done 
the past year by mice gnawing the 
bark and growing parts of the tree, 


vent their ravages. After the wrapper 
has been put on a tree, bank up with 
earth. The mound should be eight or 
ten inches high and two feet broad 
at the base. This work should be done 
at once, before the ground freezes. In 
the spring, as soon as the hard freez- 
ing weather is over, the mounds should 
be removed.

BREEDING A DAIRY HERD. 


A dairy herd composed of cows that 
will give from 200 to 300 pounds of 
butter fat in a year, no matter what 
the breed, is one of the most desirable 
things on the average farm, a sure 
money-maker to the man who knows 
how to feed and milk them. A dairy 
herd of this kind can not be bought. 
Men who have cows that are veritable 
“cream pots” usually have sense 
enough to know their value, and hence 
they are not for sale. We always sus- 
pect that there is something wrong 
with a cow that a really good dairy- 
man offers for sale at any price that 
seems reasonable. If you buy, you 
will probably find out why the cow 
was sold. She may be an aborter or 
a kicker, but you can depend upon it 
that there is some secret fault when 
an up-to-date fellow sells a young cow 
that gives a large amount of butter 
fat. 

Occasionally one can pick up two or 
three first-class cows at a reasonable 
price. Often you can pick up some 
that are reasonably good. These 
should be made the foundation of a 
herd, and from these in a few years 
one can develop a paying herd adapted 
to the soil, the climate, the market, 
and the owner. Sometimes it is pos- 
sible to buy calves, weanlings or year- 
lings, from a known herd of good milk- 
ing cows, and if these are properly 
fed and not allowed to acquire the 
habit of taking on fat, properly bred 
and handled, they will give an oppor- 
tunity for making a selection that will 
do for the foundation of a good dairy 
herd. 

No man, however, need ever expect 
to build up a paying dairy herd unless 
he gives a great deal of attention to 
the selection of the bull. From gener- 
ation to generation the fatal weakness 
of the dairyman has been to buy for 
a sire anything that will bring the 
cow in fresh. Strictly up-to-date dairy- 
men have got over this piece of fool- 
ishness and when they buy a sire they 
select one whose dam was known to 
be a great milker. If possible they 
get one whose granddam and great- 
granddam were great milkers: They 
know very well that the milking habit 
is hereditary and can be transmitted 
from the sire to the female offspring. 

Having made the selection of a sire 
and secured a foundation of females, 
the building up of a good paying dairy 
herd is only a question of time, care, 
feeding, and milking. The man who 
has the “know how” can do this; the 
man who has not, and can not acquire 
it, had better not try. 





HOW TO USE THE BABCOCK 
TEST. 


We have been talking so long and 
to such little purpose to farmers about 
having their cows tested one day in 
the week during one season in order 
to find out what they are good for that 
we have concluded to quit talking to 
the old men and take the matter up 
with the boys. We never did succeed 
in getting the old fellows to select 
seed corn because they thought that 
they knew all about it, so we took 
the matter up with the boys, and now 
the older chaps are beginning to get 
interested in the subject. It reminds 
us of the passage of Scripture, “A lit- 
tle child shall lead them.” We pro- 
pose to follow the same method in the 


dairy line and ask the boys to take 
up this question of testing their 
fathers’ cows and getting better ac- 


quainted with them than their parents 
have ever been. 

They will probably think it a piece 
of extravagance if you ask them for 
money to buy a Babcock test. This 
thing you can do, however, you can 
earn the money for yourself. It does 
not take much, and until you earn it 
why not go to the pains of getting a 
Mason fruit jar for each cow, putting 
a small amount of corrosive sublimate 
in each jar, numbering the jars and 
cows to correspond, put in a small 
amount of milk (after it is thoroughly 
mixed so as to get a true sample) each 
day for a week, and taking it to the 
creamery when you go to deliver milk, 
and ask the creameryman to test it 
for you. The better way, however, is 
to scare up the money in some way 
and buy a Babcock test. Your cream- 
eryman will give you the price and 
advise you as to the size you need.

2. With an acid measure add the 
same volume of sulphuric acid (spe- 
cific gravity, 1.82-1.83) to the test 
bottle. 

3. Mix acid and milk by giving the 
bottle a slow rotary motion. 

4. Allow mixture to stand a few 
minutes. 

5. Shake or mix again, and then 
place the bottle in the tester. 

6. Run tester four minutes at the 
speed indicated in the directions that 
come with the machine. 

7. Add hot water until contents 
come to the neck of the bottle. 

8. Whirl one minute. 

9. Add hot water until contents of 
the bottle reach about the 8 per cent 
mark. 

10. Whirl one minute. 

11. Read test. 

The same directions apply to the 
testing of cream and skim-milk ex- 
cept that the cream should be weighed 
(18 grams).

AT WHAT WEIGHT SHOULD HOGS 
BE SOLD? 


One of the most difficult problems 
for the farmer to solve is the weight 
at which it is most profitable for him 
to sell his hogs. This is a constantly 
varying problem, the varying elements 
being the price of corn, the price of 
pork, the age of the hogs, their con- 
dition of thrift, etc. They are never 
exactly alike in two years and scarcely 
in two months. We can not, there- 
fore, say at what weight it is most® 
profitable to turn off hogs and can give 
only some ascertained facts that may 
have an important bearing upon the 
question. 

The problem as it presents itself to 
farmers this year, at this time, is: 
Given corn at 30 cents per bushel and 
hogs at 4 cents per pound at the sta- 
tion, at what weight is it the most 
profitable to turn them off? 

Hogs do not become marketable un- 
til they weigh from 175 to 200 pounds. 
They are marketable at any weight 
after this up to maturity, that is, 500 
or 600 pounds. There are few farm- 
ers who will maintain that it is profit- 
able to feed hogs to this weight ex- 
cept aged brood sows. Few farmers 
maintain that it pays to grow them 
to even 400 or 350 pounds. The heavy 
lard hog, the “fat back,” is not de- 
manded in the market as it was some 
years ago; therefore, the weight is 
narrowed down to between 175 and 
350 pounds. 

Farmers who prefer these heavier 
weights are almost always those who 
keep hogs for scavenger purposes; to 
follow cattle the first year as fall pigs, 
live mainly on clover pasture during 
the summer, and then follow feeding 
steers during the winter and go to 
market at about a year or fifteen 
months old. The cattle feeder can 
afford to make heavy weights on this 
class of hogs, for while they have 
eaten a large amount of food, it is 
food that is of little value or would 
go to waste altogether. 

The problem is entirely different 
with the farmer who keeps hogs for 
the purpose of furnishing him a mar- 
ket for his corn. The problem with 
him, as we take it, is simply whether 
he should sell at 175 pounds or carry 
them on to 250 pounds, and it is to 
this phase of the subject that we now 
direct attention. 

It must be obvious to any man that 
the larger the animal, the more food 
is required for maintenance. It has 
not been determined definitely what 
proportion of the live weight is re- 
quired for maintenance purposes. The 
experiments so far made indicate that 
in young pigs it is something over two 
per cent of live weight and that in 
older hogs it is something under two 
per cent. If a hog weighs 100 pounds 
it will require about two pounds of 
corn, or its equivalent, per day to 
run the machine. If it weighs 200 
pounds, it will require perhaps some- 
where between three and one-half and 
four pounds per day. It requires a 
larger per cent in the case of young 
pigs than the older hog because the 
pig is sure to take a large amount of 
exercise if it has the opportunity, 
which the older hog is not disposed to 
do. When hogs reach the weight of 
about 600 pounds it takes about all 
the food that they are capable of eat- 
ing to maintain this live weight. 

Farmers usually calculate on get- 
ting ten pounds of pork per bushel of 
corn; that is, they estimate that it 
will take 560 pounds of grain to make 
100 pounds of gain. This can be done 
on well bred hogs in first-class condi- 
tion of health and under the very best 
environment and with the best of care, 
but we are satisfied that the farmer, 
as a rule, does not make‘this gain, 
and if he weighs the corn he feeds 
his hogs and weighs his hogs from 
week to week he will find that if he 
is getting eight pounds of gain per 
bushel of corn he is doing remarkably 
well. If he weighs his corn and his 
hogs he will find the larger the hog 
the less gain he makes per bushel of 
corn for the simple reason that it 
requires a larger per cent of it to 
run the machine, or to maintain the 
animal in its present condition, neither 
gaining or losing.

The 
average weight of hogs delivered at 
the Chicago market runs from year 
to year at from a little over 200 
pounds to a little over 250 pounds. 
By taking into account the number 
of brood sows and heavy hogs grown 
by cattle feeders, it will be seen that 
the average judgment of the farmer, 
as shown by the weight at which he 
sends his hogs to market, is not very 
far from the above estimate. The 
average of the scoop shovel hogs, that 
is, the hogs that are fed the cream 
of the farm, fed simply to market 
corn, can not be very much over 200 
pounds per head.

There is no doubt 
about cholera being a germ disease, 
and there is also little doubt but that 
there are a few of these cholera germs 
lurking around somewhere in every 
neighborhood. But in favorable sea- 
sons when the pigs are vigorous and 
thrifty the system is able to either 
throw off the disease-producing germs, 
or, failing in that, the attack will not 
be so severe, and the constitution of 
the pig will pull him through alive. 
This, we believe, accounts for the light 
losses by cholera the last few seasons. 
Likewise, we believe, the sudden out- 
breaks every year about the time the 
pigs are started on new corn is due 
very largely to the weakened vitality 
due to excessive feeding of new corn.
